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REGIONAL MEETING 


The first meeting of the California State 
Horsemen's Association Region No. 5 was 
held at Don and Ann's on Monday evening, 
January 5, 1948. 


Don Nicholson, Vice-President for Region 
No. 5, introduced the guests of the evening 
which proved to be Ray Stone, Secretary 
for CSHA, Tevis Paine, Treasurer for 
CSHA, and Mr. Earle Henley of Department 
of Natural Resources for State of California 
and Warren Richardson, CSHA President. 


The attendance for this first meeting was 
good considering the fact that it was held 
so close to the holidays. Groups represent- 
ed were: Aahmes Shrine Rangers, Arling- 
ton Hills Riding Club, Concord Mt. Diablo 
Trail Ride Ass‘n., Castro Valley Horsemen's 
Association, Contra Costa County Horse- 
men’s Association, East Contra Costa Horse- 
men's Association, Frontier Boys, Martinez 
Horsemen's Association, Contra Costa 
County Sheriff's Posse, Lari-ettes, and Met- 
ropolitan Horsemen's Association. 


The paramount issue of the evening was 
the Master State Trail and how it is to be 
connected with Alameda and Contra Costa 
Counties. George Cardinet, Jr., — brief- 
ly on the trail in Contra Costa County and 
Ted Dreyer, past MHA Trails Committee 
Chairman, gave a comprehensive statement 
on the trail system in Oakland and the pro- 
gress made this past year. 


Don Nicholson then introduced Warren 
Richardson, CSHA President. Mr. Richard- 
son pointed out the fact that there are few 
trails in Southern California which com- 
pare with the Metropolitan and San Fran- 
cisco areas and that every advantage should 
be taken to use the trails.
